HEWLETT A. HALL 
DIES IN NEWNAN 


Former = sue General 


sn] ~NEWNAN, Ga., Sept. 30.—Colo- 


nel Hewlett A. Hall, 75, one of the 
most distinguished men Newnan 
ever produced, died late this after- 
noon at his home here after a 
long illness. 

The prominent Newnan etter 
ney was one of the leading fig- 
ures in the Georgia bar for a pe- 
riod of more than 50 years. Admit- 
ted to the bar in 1885, he main- 
tained throughout his career a po- 
sition second to none in the state. 
Church lay leader, civic spokes- 
man, and statesman, he was known 
throughout the south as a public 
figure, lawyer, and gentleman of 
the highest type. 

During his long career he held 
many important posts, among them 
atterney general of Georgia, di- 
rector of the Paris International 
Congress, state Democratic com- 
mittee chairman, and solicitor gen- 
eral of the Coweta circuit superior

Son of Minister. 

He was born in Meriwether coun- 
ty, February 21, 1862, a son of 
Rev. James Hamilton Hall, for 40 
years one of the most successful 
pastors in the Georgia Baptist As- 
sociation.

Wholesale, Retail Trade 
in Atlanta Improves, 
Bank Survey Indicates. 


A general upward trend in busi- 
ness conditions in the Atlanta 
trade area continues to bring pros- 
perity to the states in the sixth 
federal reserve district, according 


to the monthly review of busi- 
ness conditions released yesterday 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Atlanta, 

Business indices for Atlanta 
showed a considerable improve- 
ment in retail and wholesale trade 
during August as compared with 
July and August of a year ago. 

Retail trade in the sixth district 
increased more than_ seasonally 
from July to August, and there 
were increases also in wholesale 
trade, building permits tanned at 

ng cities, “1 in:

The sixth district comprises 
Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi and Tennessee. 

Value of contracts awarded for 
construction in the sixth district 
in August continued at a level 
higher than a year ago, and build- 
ing permits also were larger, the 
bank reported. A. decrease in 
building permits for Atlanta from 
July to August was revealed, but 
for the entire district they in- 
creased 17.6 per cent from July to 
August, and were 16.1 per cent 
greater than in August last year. 
After declining in June and 
July, retail sales by 49 reporting 
firms showed an increase of 24.1 
per cent in August and were 6.4 
per cent larger than a year ago.

She was with a delegation of 
women representing the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy and 
the Ladies’. Memorial Association 
that called on the Governor today 
to register their protest. 

- Afterward she said: 

“This is an honorably * earned 
pension and due_to the veterans 
by the state of Georgia and not 
by the federal government. They 
fought for Georgia and the Con- 
federacy and not the federal gov- 
ernment.” 

“Debt Due Veterans.” 

She added she did not mean 
there was any animosity toward 
the federal government participat- 
ing in the pension, but that she 
felt the pension was “just du aa 
veterans by the-state of Geo 
+ She said the term old-age ow 
sions “doesn’t really mean old-age 
pensions, but it really means pov- 
erty nsions, and the veterans 
should not be on a poverty pen- 
sion,” 

Other members of the delega- 
tion also voiced objection to Con- 
federate pension funds “being 
mixed up with federal funds.”

“We don’t want our Confederate 
veterans mixed up with federal 
funds.” 

Mrs. Kibler, a leader in the 
movement for the widows’ amend- 
ment, objected to this view and led 
those who insisted that pensions 
be paid all classes without the ne- 


cessity of their being compelled to | 


sign old-age pension applications. 

She said the old-age pension ap- 
plication forms ask “humiliating” 
questions and were embarrassing 
to the veterans and widows. 

She pointed to a section of the 
welfare law providing that any 
Confederate pensioner declining to 
sign an application for transfer to 
the old-agé pension rolls could | 
have his papers executed by the 
state welfare director, over any 
objections. 

Won't Be Enforced. 

“This part of the law has not 
been enforced and will not be en- 
forced,” the Governor said. “We 
have merely attempted to leave 
the way open for any veteran de- | 
siring to co-operate with the state | 
in financing the new pensions to 
do so by going on the old-age pen- 
sion roll and obtaining funds from 
the federal goverment to help pay 
the new pensions.” 

The Governor also told the, 
women he objected to their classi- 
fication of the old-age pension 
program as a “relief geasure with 
a stigma of pauperism.” 

“There is no pauperism in the 
program,” he declared. “It is a 
gratuity. to the old people of 
Georgia in recognition of. their 
contributions to the state through | 
helping build up their communi- | 
ties in peace time through upright | 
living.” 

In his Ape conference, he said: 
“The U. C.’s are doing the old 

ple of ig the an injustice in 
ting to old-age pensions a 
stigma of pauperism.” — 

Rivers promised the delegates to

Longino Denies That County 
Is Not Doing Its Part 
on Projects. ° 


Request for a conference on the 
entire metropolitan sewer program 
and emphatic denial that Fulton 
county is not doing its part in the 
program were made public yYes- 
terday in a letter from Commis- 
sioner George F. Longino, county 
public works chairman, to Frank 
Reynolds, chairman of the city’s 
sewers committee.

Federation Rejects Appeal 
of Market Commissioner | 
to Delay Shutdown. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—()— 


The Federation of Kosher Butch- 
ers decided today, despite an ap- 
peal for defay by Markets Com- 
missioner W. F. Morgan Jr.,’ to 
go ahead with its plan to close 


5,000 retail shops in the metropoli- 
tan area in a “shut-down” strike 
against high meat prices. 

The decision was announced by 
William Greenwald, chairman -: of 
the federation’s board of ‘gover- 
nors, who said this seemingly 
paradoxical gesture would begin 
at sundown Saturday night, the 
hour the stores ordinarly are re- 
opened after the customary Sab- 
bath day closing. 

Not all Kosher shops in the area 
will be affected, however, as 
Abraham Brill, counsel to the New 
Deal Kosher Butchers’ Federation, 
claiming a membership . of 400 
large shops, said that body would 
not join the strike. 

A specific price practice to be 
protested, said David Greenwald, 
counsel to the Federation of Kosh- 
er Butchers, was the alleged sub- 
stitution by packing houses of low 
grade beef for prime cuts, of 
which, he said, there was an ad- 
mitted shortage. 

He said what was wanted was 
the passage of a city ordinance 
requiring that all meat sold here 
be graded to prevent such “sub- 
stitutions.” Morgan saying he had 
not previously heard such accusa- 
tions, promised an investigation.

_|months and two days, had been an 


engineer on the north end of the 
Atlanta division of the Southern 
Railway, but yesterday he signed 
his last “31 order” and registered 
in at the dispatcher’s office in the 
Terminal station, signing “30” in 
the train registry book. Scores of 
friends, relatives and co-workers 
were on hand for the ceremonies. 

With a clear block ahead, 
“Whistling Dick’ who has lived 
in Atlanta since 1914, plans to take 
up a life of ease at his home here. 
He has no longing for the farm or 
outdoor pursuits. 

Wants to Relax. 


“T just want to relax,” he said. 
“T plan to be with my wife and 
family. I am retiring voluntarily. 
I have enjoyed every year that I 
have been in the railway service. 
I am thankful that I never was 
injured in these many years. Alco, 
that I emerged practically un- 
scratched in a number of serious 
accidents.” 

Williams resides at 878 West 
End avenue, with his wife and twa 
daughters. He came to Atlanta in 
1914 frgm Dalton. He had a farm 
near there, but disposed of it. . 

“Whistling Dick” did not receive 
his nickname for his propensity in 
sounding of his locomotive’s 
whistle. He admits, however, that 
he liked to “twist her some.” His 
moniker was given by a brakeman 
more than 40 years ago. Williams 
was born at Whistler, Ala., and 
the brakeman became angry at 
him over some railroad difficulty, 
and pinned the_ sobriquet of 
“Whistling Dick” upon him, 

Pulled Passengers 36 Years. 

The engineer had been at the 
throttle of a passenger train for 
36 years. When the Southern put 
on the Ponce de Leon, its crack 
Florida flyer, Williams was in the 
cab. He had been there ever 
since. 

When “Teddy” Roosevelt visit- 
ed Rome to.make a talk at the 
Martha Berry school, Williams 
piloted Roosevelt’s special train 
from Rome into Atlanta. One of 
his prized possessions is a note 
signed by “Teddy” expressing ap- 
preciation. Many other notables of 
this and other countries have been 
behind Williams’ galloping loco- 
motive and met him in person. 

In speaking of his experiences, 
the veteran engineer recalled the 
use of wood for fuel. He often 
burned his hands. At other times 
large splinters became imbedded 
in his flesh. He bears a mark from 
one of these incidents to this day. 

Those Were the Days. 

In the old days there were no 
injectors or pumps to force water 
into the boilers. This often neces- 
sitated running the engine up and 
back down the track to “slosh” it 
into the boilers. Often an engine 
had to be “cut loose” from the 
cars and a “run made” to get wa-

After a half century in the rail- 
road cab, D. E. Pursell, traveling 
engineer of the Seaboard Airline 
railroad, has retired.

life as the Magna Charta of American govern- 
ment is over. 

The bar association, by its action, goes on

COTTON LOANS 


Senator Ellison D. Smith, of South Carolina, 
has charged that the. details,of the adminis- 
tration plan for 9-cent loans on this year’s 
cotton crop, with future payment of a subsidy 
not to exceed 3 cents per pound to bring the 
price up to 12 cents on 65 per cent of the crop, 
is not in accordapce with the agreement reached 
between southern members of congress and 
President Roosevelt. 

When that agreement was reached, congress 
pledged itself ‘to attack the cotton problem 
promptly after reconvening, whether in special 
or regular session, and the President consented 
to the price-pegging loans without immediate 
adoption of crop-control legislation. 

A number of southern members present 
when that pact was consummated, including 
Representative Whelchel and other Georgians, 
have made similar charges to that of Senator 
Smith. They do not impute any shadow of bad 
faith to the President, but state that the oper- 
ation of the loan plan as set forth by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace is not in accord 
with the White House understanding. 

The chief objection to the plan seems to be 
that the 3-cent subsidy payments will be with- 
held until midsummer of next year, to be paid 
only after the individual farmer has complied 
with whatever crop control method is worked 
out in the meantime. 

No such conditions for the subsidy were in- 
dicated by President Roosevelt, it is said, and 
bad faith is charged in the effort to use the 
subsidy as a financial club to force cotton pro- 
ducers to accept whatever control plan is drawn 
up and to comply with its provisions. Certainly 
the representatives of every cotton-producing 
state should vigorously combat any such effort. 


my adopted state of Vermont. Ver- 
mont has a population of under 
400,000. About a third of that pop- 
ulation live on farms, and 90 per 
cent of those farms are operated 
by their owners. There is very 
little large scale agriculture. The 
country is mountainous; a great 
deal of the tilled land is on moun- 
tain slopes, difficult to work with 
machinery. There is almost no 
such thing as a single-crop agri- 
culture. Nearly every farm has 
its wood lot, its maple-sugar 
grove, its-apple orchard, its small 
fruits, its vegetable garden, a few 
chickens, a herd of cows, ‘small 
or large, according to the pros~ 
perity of the farmer. For cash 
the Vermont farmer sells chiefly 
milk. After that, maple products, 
potatoes, apples; sometimes eggs 
and poultry. 

The soil is, over wide stretches, 
shallow and stony, and, in any 
case, difficult to work because of 
the ups and downs of its fields. 
The season is extremely short. It 
is rarely possible to plant before 
May. There is often frost in Sep- 
tember. The winters are severe. 
The rainfall is beneficent. Drouth, 
however, is unknown, nor is there, 
usually, so much rain that crops 
are ruined.

I know this state intimately. I 
live, myself, in its back woods, 12 
miles from a railroad station. I 
know its back roads, its remote 
farmsteads. And it remains a con- 
stant miracle to me how, on these 
farmsteads, miles from any consid- 
erable market, the people live at 
all, Theoretically, it seems to me 
that they should all be hill-billies 
inhabiting unsightly shacks and 
eking out the barest existence. 
What is continually amazing, is 
that on these very back roads the 
neat, well painted farm house, the 
adequate barn, the well kept pas- 
ture, and even the small lawn and 
flower garden is the rule and not 
the exception. Actually, the aver- 
age value of the individual farm 
property is way above the aver- 
age for the nation. The sightli- 
ness of the state, ‘which attracts 
tourists and artists, is not alone 
in its natural beauty. It is in the 
neat, low-lying homes, shaded by 
great trees, made gay by door- 
yards, pink and scarlet with phlox 
in summer, and golden with mari- 
golds and golden glow in early 
autumn. And inside these houses 
is as independent, and self-respect- 
ing a breed of Americans as I 
have yet met.

Editor Constitution: Just a few 
weeks ago I came to Atlanta with 
about 25 cents in my pocket, to 
look for a job. My first night was 
spent at the bus station, but I 
could not sleep there because of 
the noise. At the end of the sec- 
ond day I had spent all my money 
for something to eat, but was very 
hungry, and worn out after walk- 
- ing miles looking for work. Then 
I had to look for a place to sleep. 
The kind-hearted watehman at the 
PWA headquarters told me I 
could not get help there unless I 
lived in Atlanta, but that I could 
find a place to eat and sleep at 
Atlanta’s Mission. When I walked 
into the Mission I was _ received 
with kindness, given a bed on 
which to sleep, and a warm meal 
to eat. As I lay down that night 
on a poor man’s bed, I thought of 
the words of the Master: “The 
foxes have holes, and the birds 
nests, but the Son of Man hath 
not where to lay His head.” That 
applied to me for the first time 
in my. life. 

The next morning I had break- 
fast with 50 or more men in the 
Mission who were in the same sit- 
uation as myself. 

Some one has said there is no 
place like home, but to the pov- 

erty-stricken, hungry and home- 
less stranger in the city of Atlanta, 
there is no place quite so dear as 
the Atlanta Mission. Here, through 
the sacrificial services of Dr. Fel- 


ton Williams, and the liberality 


and generosity of Atlanta’s people, 
literally thousands of men have 
been fed and sheltered in the last 
three years. 

While the service and ministry 
of the Mission in the past years 
has been wonderful, there is now 
a greater opportunity for service 
than ever.: The mission needs 
more beds, mattresses, bed cloth- 
ing, and a more wholehearted sup- 
port by Atlanta. 

The mission helped me in a time 
of need and I will, from this time 
on, help. Atlanta’s Mission in or- 
der that she may continue the gra- 
cious work of ministering to the 
stranded who are caught in the 
city.

Editor Constitution: The su- 
preme court of the United States 
is not a super-legislature but is 
the law court of last resort, the 
highest legal court in the United 
States. Washington, Jefferson, 
Franklin, et al. foresaw the neces- 
sity of curbing the illegal acts of 
congress and of determining their 
legality.

TALMADGE RENEWS 
NEW DEAL ASSAULT 


Federal Relief, State Taxes 


Scored by Ex-Governor. 

TIFTON, Ga., Sept. 30.—()— 
Criticizing both the state and the 
national administrations, former 


Governor Talmadge told a rain- 
soaked audience here today “the 
way to stop the New Deal is to 
get a newer deal.” 

A tobacco belt fair crowd esti- 
mated at more than 2,000 stood 
in drizzling rain and heard the 
fiery ex-Governor, lawyer and 
farmer, 

Long a Roosevelt critic, Tal- 
madge assailed the New Deal pro- 
gram especially on the relief front. 

“We can stop relief in rural 
sections,” he asserted, “but you 
can’t stop it in big cities without 
war. 

“The next great program should. 
be to take the millions of dollars 
the government is wasting on re- 
lief, buy up abandoned farm 
lands, take able-bodied people 
from cities, place them on these 
farms and tell them to ‘roe, hog, 
or die.’” 

Shifting to the state govern- 
ment, he urged his hearers to 
“come to Atlanta when the special 
session (of the legislature) meets 
Thanksgiving Day, sit up with the 
boys and remind them we haven’t 
paid all of the taxes they put on 
us this year before they put on 
any more.” 

Addressing “all you people 65 
years old or over,” he said, “sign 
up for old-age pensions. Load it 
down and break it down just as 
you would a wagon.”

This is’ the highest 
adjusted index number in the se- 
ries, which began in 1919, accord- 
ing to the report. 

‘Wholesale Trade Gain. 


Although wholesale trade re- 
ported by 70 firms declined from 
March through July, it increased 
13.3 per cent in August and for 
the eight months of 1937 has been 
19.9 per cent larger than in that 
period last year. 

‘A considerable increase in the 
cotton estimate has been accom- 
panied by a decline in spot cotton 
prices. The September 1 estimate 
of the 1937 crop indicates the pro- 


-|duction of 16,098,000 bales, an in- 


crease of 505,000 bales or 3.2 per 
cent over the August estimate, and 
3,699,000 bales or 29.8 per cent 
greater than the 1936 crop. 

The average price on the 10 des- 
ignated spot markets on Septem- 
ber 16, was 8.75 cents per pound, 
which compares with 11.24 cents 
on August 5, prior to the release 
of the first official estimate of the 
crop, and with an average of 12.12 
cents for the month of July. 

Receipt Much Larger. 

July receipts from the sale of 
principal form products, includ- 
ing livestock and livestock prod- 
ucts. and government payments, 
were 18.4 per cent less than in 
June, but were 17.8 per cent great- 
er than a year ago, despite a re- 
duction of 79.6 in government pay- 
ments. Total receipts for the sev- 
en mnth of 1937 were 39.4 per cent 
larger than in that part of 1936. 

Farm income for the six states 
included in the district totaled 
$377,782,000 for the first six 
months of 1937 as compared with 
$271,035,000 for the same period 
a year ago. 

Some increase from August to 
September was indicated in the es- 
timates of all principal crops in 
the district, except tame hay, and 
practically all of them are consid- 
erably larger than last year, the 
report showed. 

Employment Declines. 

Employment. and pay rolls 
throughout the district showed 
small declines the past three 
months, but remained well over 
the figures of a year ago.

Attorneys W. S. Northcutt and 
Harold Sheats, of the county com- 
mission legal department, argued

Walter C. Hendrix, former coun- 
ty commissioner, and Frank Car- 
ter, both Atlanta attorneys, ap- 
peared at the hearing as represent- 
atives of the Chamber of Com- 
merce to aid the county attorneys 
in their handling of the case.

An injunction suit brought sev- 
eral weeks ago against the county 
commission charged that the ap- 
propriation for the survey was il- 
legal and unconstitutional.

Assuming the role of peacemak- 
er, Charles M. Hay, of St. Louis, 
unsuccessful Democratic nominee 
for the United States senate in 
1928 and a supporter of Alfred E.

“If ever a resolution ought to 
receive careful consideration, this 
is it.” 

His suggestion that the commit- 
tee “report back immediately, tak- 
ing into consideration all these res- 
olutions,” was adopted by an al- 
most unanimous voice vote. 

Deplore Court Rulings. 

Regardless of the assembly’s fi- 
nal action on the Black question, 
it must be ratified by the house 
of delegates before it becomes the 
official expression of the bar as- 
sociation.

BUILDING THREATENED 
BY FEDERATION DISPUTE 

DENVER, Sept. 30.—(7)—A new 
civil war which might affect most 
of the country’s home builders 
threatened tonight to break out in 
the American Federation of Labor. 

Behind the scenes at the annual 
convention of the federation’s 
building trades department, lead- 
ers of the 19 construction unions 
were engaged in a bitter faction- 
al feud. Selection of new depart- 
ment officers and the present 
method of settling interunion juris- 
dictional disputes were at issue. 

Leaders of one faction talked of 
leaving the department if the other 
had its way. 

| Strikes Feared. 

Both sides agreed that a split 
would mean a tremendous increase 
in the numbér of strikes resulting 
from jurisdictional disputes. Such 
strikes, they said, could affect any- 
one interested in building, from 
the federal government down to 
honeymooners putting up a new 
bungalow. 


Jurisdictional disputes occur 
when one union protests the right 
of another to do a certain piece of 
work. The protesting union fre- 
quently strikes in an effort to win 
its point. 

Even with an arbitration sys- 
tem for settling these.disputes in 
effect, J. W. Williams, retiring de- 
partment president, said in his re- 
port to the convention that during 
the past year they were “so pre- 
valent that they were a real men- 
ace to the building and construc- 
tion industry.” 

“A dispute would appear at the 
least provocation and the depart- 
ment was besieged with complaint 
from all parts of the country re- 
questing settlements,” he added. 

Feud Described. 

The current feud started when 
William D. Hutcheson, president 
of the Carpenters’ Union, let it be 
known he would oppose Williams’ 
re-election and would demand 
some changes in the _ arbitration 
system. Williams announced this 


‘morning he was not a candidate 


for re-election.

Nine-Year-Old Boy Is Solitary Pupil 


In School Built for 38 Students 


Teacher Is Paid $585 to Instruct Kansan in His ’Rithmetic 
and Readin’; Director Explains ‘Some Folks Didn’t 
- Like Our Choice of Man Instead of Woman.’ 


CHEROKEE, Kan., Sept. 30.— 
Bashful, 9-year-old Gene 
Humble, who has a tuft of unruly 
hair and more freckles than there 
are sunflowers on his farm, is just 
about the most exclusive school 
boy in the United States. 
Grinning Gene, every inch a 
“reg’lar feller” in striped overalls 
and blue shirt, is the only pupil 
attending the one-room = rural 
schoolhouse of District No. 62— 
and there are desks for 38. 

Tongues are inclined to wag in 
the farmhouses of this rich coal 
mining country of southeastern 
Kansas as to why Gene’s 11 class- 
mates of last year did not report 
to the new teacher, but Gene 
neither knows nor cares. 

“T like this school,” he says, “my 
’rithmetic better’n readin’, and re- 
cess best of all.” 

He was one excited 60-pound 
lad this week when someone tele- 
phoned all the way from Toronto, 
Canada, to inquire about him. 
Gene rushed over to the pull-down 
map and when at last he found 
Toronto he stood open-mouthed. 

Blond, 20-year-old Robert Shaw 
is paid $65 a month—that amounts 
to $585 for nine months—to teach 
Gene six hours a day, five ene 
a week. The money comes from 


taxes paid by residents of the dis- 
trict who this year are sending 
their children to the town school 
at Mineral. 

“I certainly was surprised when

Talk of New Alignment To 
Overthow New Deal De- 
clared Vain Hope. 


_ LANSING, Mich., Sept. 30.—( 

Postmaster General James A. ward 
ley, Democratic national chair- 
man, proclaimed the unity of his 


tions of Senator Arthur H. Van 
denberg, Republican, Michigan, 
that. a new party alignment would 
overthrow the New Deal were “a 
vain hope” born of desperation: 

Boos greeted the Democratic na- 
tional chairman’s first mention of 
Michigan’s senior senator. 

An overflow audience fought for 
the 1,200 seats in the banquet hall 
where Farley spoke and hundreds 
stood to hear him. 

Governor Frank Murphy and 

other Democratic state officials 
shared the platform with the 
postmaster general. 
' Democrats, Farley asserted in a 
radio address, will not become “a 
sort of trailer to the Republican 
bandwagon.” 

“We Democrats have had a few 
differences of opinion,” he said, 
“but we are going to find the-cor- 
rect answer at our own council 
tables. 

“The assumption of Senator 
Vandenberg that, because they dis- 
agreed with President Roosevelt 
on one issue, Democratic senators 
are going to follow him (Vanden- 
berg) into a bankrupt political or- 
ganization that doesn’t even know 
the United States is living in the 
twentieth century is too absurd 
for words.” 

Last Election Cited. 

Farley said the Republican par- 
ty “tried coalition in last fall’s 
election” and failed. He said an- 
other election would find the 
Democratic committee working 
“with might and main” for a vic- 
tory of the party’s entire congres- 
sional ticket, regardless of indi- 
vidual agreement with New Deal 
policies, 

“Of course,” he continued, “the 
Republicans have no disagree- 
ments, because they have no pol- 
icies and no program. But if they 
should evolve a definite program, 
the resulting split between con- 
servatives and progressives in the 
G. O. P. ranks will make the dif- 
ferences in our own party like 
nothing at all.” 

The postmaster general dismiss- 
ed the Vandenberg episode as “an- 
other meaningless gesture” and 
chided the senior Michigan sena- 
tor for “sitting there, mute as a 
mummy, while farmers were be- 
ing swept into peonage, working- 
men were being thrown into the 
breadlines, bank depositors were 
being carried to ruin and home- 
owners were watching the roof 
disappear from over their heads” 
when the depression struck. 

Vandenberg Rapped. 

Farley said that “of all the G. O. 
P. spell-binders who are busily 
engaged in the current game of 
warding off imaginary dangers to 
the life of the republic,” Vanden- 
berg “can warn the country 
against more dangers that never 
have happened and... never will 
happen than any man in public 
life.” 

“Just at present,” Farley de- 
clared, “he is engaged in defend- 
ing American institutions against 
what he calls the dangerous ten- 
dencies of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration—apparently unaware of 
the fact that President Roosevelt 
has done more to secure the eco- 
nomic and political rights of mil- 
lions of underprivileged Ameri- 
cans than any man in our time.” 

Farley, painting a bright pic- 
ture of widespread prosperity, 
predicted that the party would re- 
main in power because “the people 
have little time and le sence 
with those who like to 
evidence of their own senses.” 

Farley defended emergency ex- 
penditures with a question: “Do 
you think that any price was too 
great to pay for freeing this coun- 
try of the horor of depression?” 

‘The Republican party, he said, 
‘will mever go on record in favor 
of ending the effort to abolish 
slum evils; it will never openly 
oppose thé sincere Democratic ef- 
fort to secure for the workingman 
a fair share of the bountiful 
wealth of this country.” 

Farley came'to Michigan to 
dedicate a postoffice at Saginaw 
today. Michigan Democrats held a 
banquet in his honor at Lansing 
and escorted him here by motor- 
cade, stopping at more than half 
a dozen communities for brief 
talks en route.

ROME, Sept. 30.—(#)—Premier 
Mussolini told the cheering throng 
which welcomed him home from 
Berlin tonight that Italy and Ger- 
many are joined to seek a “re- 
birth of Europe.”

Declares ‘Gang-Buster,’ Retiring 


John W. Connally, Who Organized Railroad Police 
Department 33 Years Ago, Will Hang Up His Pistol 
and Badge Today. 


Railroad detective work has 
gone sissy, John W. Connally con- 
cluded yesterday as he prepared 
to hang up his pistol and badge 
today in Washington. 

The big framed, muscular man 
who organized the police and de- 
tective division of the Southern 
Railroad 33 years ago, and has di- 
rected it ever since, will turn to- 
day to his Virginia home for a 
“well deserved rest.” 

In the hair-raising days, when 
railroad detectiving was real sport, 
Connally recalls his most exciting 
adventures were in Georgia. 

Treasured Possession. 


His most treasured possession is 
a copy of The Constitution dated 
October 12, 1897, which devoted 
most of the front page to the con- 
viction of the Bohannon gang in 
Dalton. Yesterday Connally told 
how he obtained the confidence 
of this gang while posing as a 
fugitive from the law. 

He joined the gang and obtain- 
ed enough evidence to convict its 
members and local merchants who 
operated as receivers of stolen 
property. Six members of the 
gang pleaded guilty and one, with 
whom Connally worked most 
closely, turned state’s evidence. 

“Tf any of that gang had sus- 
pected me for a minute I wouldn’t 
be here,” he ended. 

Posed as Gangster. 

It was the Bohannon case that 
brought Connally to the attention 
of officials. They sent him to 
Brentwood, Ga., to discover who 
burned the railroad station there. 
He posed as “Mr. Hardy, of Sa- 
vannah,” and obtained proof the 
stationmaster set fire to the build- 
ing after removing freight ship- 
ments for which claims for loss 
had been entered. 

Connally helped find the body 


j}of Samuel Spencer, president of 


the| Southern, burned to death in 
a train wreck, and served as 
chairman of the memorial com- 
mittee which erected a monu- 
ment to Spencer in front of the 
Atlanta depot. 

Protected ‘Teddy’ Roosevelt. 

He was personally in charge of 
protecting President Theodore 
Roosevelt when the President 
traveled ,the Southern and had 
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charge of safeguarding troop 
movements during the World War. 
Connally, now 74, holds organ-. 
ization and fraternity titles galore. 
He is duthor of the Carlin act, the 
first federal law giving federal 
jurisdiction interstate trans- 
portation of sfolen goods. 


Today the division he began 
with three men lists 200 employes. 
They guard the 8,300 miles of 
Southern right-of-way. 

But yesterday was Connally’s 
last day. Things rock along tamely 
now-and his men can take care of 
the Southern. Connally’s going to 
deyote his time now to writing 
poems and “spinning yarns.”

Major Martin was a member 
of Company A of the forty-sec- 
ond Georgia regiment of the 
Confederate army under Gen- 
eral Joseph E. Johnston.

A mother who would not see her 
son go to the chain gang for an 
offense she committed appeared in 
Judge Jesse M. Wood’s court yes- 
terday and pleaded guilty to lot- 
tery charges of which her son was 
convicted and — Te to six 
months Tuesday 

Emory Rose’ Watson, before 
Judge Wood as a “writer” Tues- 
day, pleaded guilty. It was his 
second appearance on the same 
charge and the usual policy of 
straight. gang sentences for sec- 
ond offenders was invoked against 


him. 
Dead Docketed. 
Another lottery charge against 
the mother, Mrs. G. E. Watson, 
was dead docketed despite her 


wish to plead guilty to the charges 
against her son, Solicitor John S. 
McClelland told the court . yes- 
terday. . 

Judge Wood heard the plea yes- 
terday, sentenced’ the woman to 
12 months on the state farm, sen- 
tence to be suspended on payment 
of $50 fine, and ordered the re- 
lease of the boy. Handwriting on 
the lottery tickets introduced as 
evidence was identified as the 
mother’s. 

Warning her to “get. out of the 
lottery business,” the judge ad- 
vised. the woman to find “some- 
thing else to do for a living.”

Hugh Hardin, negro, was given 
four months to serve on the gang 
as a second lottery offender along 
with Hugh Hardy, also. given four 
months. 

Fines amounting to $475 and 
suspended sentences amounting to 
seven years were dealt out to 
seven other negroes—all first of- 
fenders on lottery charges.

Ex- 
penses in the ordinary budget are 
to be met by government receipts, 
and those in the extraordinary by 
borrowing. 3 

This compares with 1937 mili- 
tary expenditures totalling 19,- 
030,000,000 francs ‘(about $634,-

nance committee, the budget. will 
go to the chamber for debate 
when parliament reconvenes in

Uncle Sam Wants $350,000 
in Taxes From Al and 


Ralph. 


. CHICAGO, Sept. 30.—(4)—Un- 
cle Sam’s long arm again reached 
toward the pockets of the Capones 
today. 

The object -was_ collection of 
$350,000 in income taxes from Al 
and Ralph Capone. 

Internal Revenue Department 
agents claimed Brother Ralph 
turned handicapper in the 1922- 


25 period, picked a rich run of 
“long shots” through a secret sys- 
tem at the race tracks, and col- 
lected $75,000 at the payoff win- 
dows. They figured Uncle Sam 
was entitled to $5,082 in levies. 

At the same time, United States 
District Attorney Igoe and his tax 
expert, David L. Bazelon, prepar- 
ed to seek a judgment of $345,000 
against Brother Al. They calcu- 
lated he owed that amount in tax- 
es, penalties and interest on the 
fortune he reaped in the wildcat 
liquor market in the 1925-29 era. 

The government contended the 
Brothers Capone made more than 
$3,000,000 out of the beer and 
gambling trades. How much, if 
any of it is left has never been 
ascertained, but recently the fam- 
ily produced $17,466 to liquidate a 
lien on their luxurious estate on 
Palm Island, Fla. 

At the federal building it was 
deemed likely attorneys for the 
Capones would attempt to nego- 
tiate settlements.

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


ENDOCRINE TREATMENT OF 
OLD GENTLEMAN’S CURSE. 
I say old gentleman. It depends, 

of course, on how far he allows 
the affliction to progress before he 
places himself in medical hands. 
Prostatic hypertrophy, which pro- 
duces gradually increasing ob- 
struction, usually begins between 
the ages of 50 and 60 years. Too 
many old gentlemen who are so 
afflicted at 55, say, lack what it 
takes—they. try to evade an honest 
consideration of their condition 
and the proper management of it, 
and presently they become just old 
men and, if they persist in their 
wilful evasion of treatment, re- 
pugnant old men. Notwithstanding 
the cultural or other pretentions 
of these repugnant old men, they 
rate the same standing one would 
give the professional beggar who 
exhibits some remedial bodily af- 
fliction for the purpose of getting 
easy money from gullible people. 

A man past 50 may, from bad 
habit merely, get up from bed once 
every night. When he finds it nec- 
essary for comfort to get up twice 
every night, he needs careful in- 
vestigation to determine the state 
of his prostate gland. At 50 a nor- 
mal man should have seven hours 
of undisturbed sleep every night. 
At 60 he may require only six 
hours. The man who does honest 
work or gets considerable exercise 
naturally needs more sleep than 
the man who lives by his wits or 
merely carries on a business or a 
sedentary existence. At this age a 
man should put aside childish no- 
tions of “brain work’ and “high 
tension” and “nerve strain” and 
“nervous exhaustion.” These con- 
ceits do not become the age of 
wisdom. 

To the best of our present 
knowledge prostatic hypertrophy 
and obstruction resulting there- 
from has no more significance, as 
to the patient’s medical history, 
mode of life, habits or moral char- 
acter than has hardening of the 
arteries or presbyopia (old sight). 

Dr. B. Cuneo, French physician, 
has found that treatment with es- 
trogen (anterior  pituitary-like 
hormone) gives good functional re- 
sults in the early stage of pros- 
tatic adenoma or hypertrophy. In a 
series of cases observed for three 
years by him, under such treat- 
ment, with period of rest between 
series of injections (hypodermic or 
intramuscular injections) the dis- 
order remained stationary if it did 
not regress. Cuneo reported his 
experience in 1936 (Bulletin de 
l’Academie de Medecine, Paris, De- 
cember 1, 1936). 

The June 12 issue of Paris Med- 
ical presented a report by Dr. I. 
Wugmeister on the same method 
of treatment. He advocates larger 
doses of estrogen. In 23 cases so 
treated the improvement in 16 was 
marked, especially diminution of 
the nocturnal frequency—patients 
who had been compelled to rise 
five or six times every night, after 
a few weeks of treatment found 
themselves able to sleep comfort- 
ably with only one or two inter- 
ruptions. There was usually a di- 
minution of residual urine, too— 
the quantity retained after mictu- 
rition, due to the obstruction. This 
residual urine, by the way, is the 
direct cause of the inflammation 
and infection that supervenes if 
the condition is permitted to prog- 
ress untreated. Wugmeister says 
that at least 100,000 international 
units of estrogen must be injected 
per week, but as improvement be- 
comes noticeable, the weekly dose 
may be reduced to 10,000 units—in 
any case at least 12 weeks’ treat- 
ment must be given, if any benefit 


is to be expected.
